W ashington, Oct. 20.— Seventy Am erican soldiers and sailors lost th e ir lives W ednesday when a German 
subm arine torpedoed the U n ited S tates a rm y tra n s p o rt Antilles. 


News of this first heavy b'ow stru ck against A m e ric a by G erm an y reached

T h e Antilles, a fo rm e r M organ line boat, was torpedoed while retu rn in g 
to 
this 
country 
from 
France. 
She was under convoy at the tim e, but neith er the torpedo which sent her to the bottom nor the destroying sub 
m arine was sighted. 


T h e men had no chance for t h e ir lives. 
S tru c k abreast the engine room 
bulkhead, the Antilles sank like 
a plum m et, going down in five minutes. 


T h e re w ere aaout 237 aboard her and th e re was little or no chance to take to the boats. 
Of these 167 
were saved, m any being reported to have been fished from the w aters by vessels 
of the 
convoy.

It has been found by naval officials th at the civilian masters do not zigzag th e ir ships as much as neces­ 
sary to save them fro m su bm arine a tta c k s . 
T h e reason is a psychological one. 
F o r years 
civilian 
captains 
have been drilled to take the sh ortes t distance betw een two points, the purpose being to save coal. 
Naval 
commanders, on the other hand, w o uld ta ke every means to »ave th eir ships and the men aboard.
